How big will it be, and what will 
it consist of? I put these questions 
to leading military authorities. 

Two divisions of the Regular 
Army and thirteen divisions of Ter- 
ritorials were the first figures men- 

_ tioned, (A division usually consists 
of about 12,000 men).

MECHANISED UNITS 

“But ‘the effectiveness of an ex- 
peditionary force in modern war- 
fare depends entirely on its com- 
position. The French can muster 80 

_ to 100 Infantry Divisions. Two im- 
fantry divisions from Britain . would, 
be a drop in the: ocean. : But only: 
.four French Divisions are mechanis- 
ed, and if: we sent. two. mechanised. 
divisions it: would certainly make -a 
difference. 

“Much depends: on. where they 
would be wanted A British. Ex- 
_ peditionary Force used to help the 
French against a German attack, 
-would be of no great value. | : 

“A British Expeditionary Force 
in Belgium or in Holland—where it 
might. well. be wanted — would be 
useful. It would be even more effec- 
tive in the South of France, where 
the Franco-Mussolini threat to the 
French frontier is partly our own. 
-Government’s responsibility.” _.. 

Military. experts agree that . war- 
fare of the 1938 pattern, with a 
highly mechanised army as its ideal 
weapon brings Lord Haldane’s con-. 
ception of a. British Expeditionary 
Force into the region -of practical 
strategy. 

Considerations to be weighed, 
however, are that the sending of an 
Expeditionary Force would create a 
line of communications needing air 
and “naval defence,~ and would 
diminish the effectiveness of these 
other two arms... 

But, it was generally agreed that a 
“token” army will have to be sent 
for the sake of its psychological ef- 
fect on the French, who are very 

. properly alarmed by the loss of the 
35 Divisions of the Czech Army.

Mr. Jack Smith, Manchester. disqualified Phillips in the fourth round 
for low hitting after he had been only.a minute’ previously on the 


verge of being knocked out. 


The announcement from the ring simply anid that Phillips had 
been disqualified, but the referee intimated to a reporter afterwards 


that he had “disqualified Phillips for hitting low.” 


Harvey is‘a dual 


champion, as he also holds the. British cruiser-weight title. 


It. was easily one of Har- 
vey’s greatest performances, 
He. outfought Phillips in. 
_jevery round, and was only 
* “deprived of the satisfaction 
of a_ knock-out victory by 
Phillips’s disqualification. 

From the point of view of excite- 
ment, it was the finest fight London 
has seen in the last few years, and on 
this form Harvey, despite his 31 years, 
is a great champion. 

MEMORIAL SCENE 


The scene at the finigh will live long 
in memory. . Harvey, who only a few 
minutes before had been smiling con- 
fidently as though victory were only 
a,matter of time, sat huddled in his 
corner, doubled up in pain, _ while 
Phillips stood on the opposite side of 
the ring, his face flushed as he listen- 
ed to the announcement that he had 
been disqualified.

Then he bent his.head and rushed at
